But meanwhile it must not be forgotten that ari
science, architecture, and, if you will, fashion,
have irrealstible elaims to municipal attention,
snd that no city can be a true modern metropo-
lis which does not present numerous attractions
pleasing to the eye and grateful to eultivated
tastos, as well ns the commercinl fnellitios which
appeal solely to sordid instincts.

gident.”  Harrison and Taylor, both memboers
of essentially the same political achool to which
Clay belonged, rode into power upon their war-
horses; while Scott's defent in 1832 was owing,
in great measure, to his garrulonsness, and the
partil offset of an apology for a military record
which Pierce was abls to present.

For this reacon we are inclined to regard the
logrney hoguenthiod us by Andrew Jackson us one
of those dispensations of Providenece which are
impoegible of solution. The echaracter of *Old
Hickory," and the terrific contest which pre-
ceded hls first election ns President, fully pre-
pare the historieal student for the Insuguration
of a policy of proseription and revenge such as
he indulged iu, although it was directly opposed
to ull the previous traditions and customs of the
country. During his term of eight yenrs, Wash-
Ington exercised the power of removal nine
times only. Bix of these removals wero from
collectorships of no specinl importance, the re-
maining three office-holders upon whose necks
the axe fell being o distriet surveyor, a viee-
consuly, and a foreizn minister, In the lotter onse
—that of Charles C. Pincknpey, who had been
BEnt ns our representative to Paris—the couse of
the removal was a dislike which the French Di-
rectory entertained towurds the vietim; and in
nll the other enses there was substantinl eanss
assigned, withont any regard to political views,

to erect splendid dwellings, to lay down the |

Nicolson pavement, to plant beasutiful trees,
and to line Its sidewalks with publie buildings
of the most imposing churncter.  Many millions
more will soon be expended forgimilar purposes,
a8 church after church points s tall spires up-
wards to the heavens, as the Masonie Temple
appronchea complotion, and as the projects of
varions influentin]l eocicties are matured, until
the whole street is occupled by palatianl reci-
dences or still grander structures, and s entive
length is rendered the grandest drive in the
world. These lmprovements have progressed
with sufficlent rapidity to altraet great attention
snd commendation, and Lo clearly foreshndow
th¢ coming glory of this groat thoroughfnre.
But they have been constantly obstructed in the
most ungracious and unjust manner. At one
time there was great danger that the whole
streel was to be occupled by s double line
of nmew nmallway tracks, and the work was
at one period actuslly commenced, Then the

propoasl to remove the old freight tracks
encountered steady opposition. At last the
first of April was fixed doeflnitely as

the period for their demolition. Then City Coun-
cha were persuaded, In o woak moment, Lo con-
seot to a postponement for a few months of
this Improvement, and now it appears that dur-
Ing this period of grace the Legislature has been
Insidiously asked to pass a law permitling the
tracks to deface the street and obstruct the com-
prebensive plans for s development for an inde-
Onite period. As the wishes and welfare of the
citizens of Pliladelphin are the last things the
Legislature over thinks of, the Benate readily
consentad to thls scheme, and the House also
adopted t, but not finally, it appears, as s motion
to roconsider It was sustained. Councils;, how-
aver, were wide awake, and Indignant at the
breach of faith nvolved in the
movoment of the refractory property holders,
they prompl.ly rescinded their ordinance sutho-
rizing delay, and rapid workmen were ready to
earry oul their prompt deci=ion before the ink
waa dry on the Mayor's signsture. This coup
detat is decidedly creditable to the city fathers,
and it will be cordinlly sustained by the masses
of all partles, The Legislature muy as well
sbandon the attempt to perpetrate another glae-
tng outrage upon the people of Philadelphia,
and Broad street, rescucd from snother peril, will
be improved more rapidly than ever,

Too much praise eannot be awarded tothe
Olty Councils, who actively exerted themselves
to thwart the infamous Legislative scheme,
While all who co-operated in this movement de-
serves the commendation of their fellow-cltizens,
Mr, A. H. Franciscus has bLeen epecially dis-
Hngulabed for his unswerving zeul, and the finnl
trinmph of the people Is lurgely due to the un-
finching courage and activity he displayed, in
common with some of his fulthful collengues.
City Counclls have now glory enough for one
day, and thelr constituents will eladly overlook
a fow shortcomings when they remember thelr

Jack=on's blographer informs u= that, up to
the time of the delivery of his insugzural ad-
dress, It was nnin-r.-mil_\‘ believed that the new
President would not materially depart from the
poliey of his predecessors in this respeet. But
the inaugural contained s mysterious reference
to a contemplated “reform,” and before n half-
day had elapeed after its delivery, It was known
throughout the eapital that this *‘reform™ meant
a wholesale visitation of vengeance upon the
host of Federal office-holders who hind opposed
Jackson's ¢lection, without any regnrd to their
honesty, eapacity, or eflicieney.
found o be o good as his word, and before the
close of the yeur 1828 six hundred and ninety
removals from office, on politieal grounds alone,
were made, nccording to the statement of Colonel
Thomas H. Benton, while other authorities ploee
the number as high a8 two thoukand during the
snme period!  Among the most noticenble of
these was the ease of General Harrison, who had
boen residing at Bogota but o few weeks ns Min-
ister to the infant Republie of Colombin, but who
was recalled by Jackson just four days after his
innuguration, simply becnuse the former soldier
had mildly censured the course of the latter in
the Seminole war years before,

In this way the advent of the hero of New
Orlenns upon the Presidentinl stage witnessed
the inauguration of a syetem of proseription
which has contlnued to the present day, result-
ing in degrading our ecivil service into the most
corrupt and ineflicient now tolernted in the
civilized world. But the country has good rea-
son 1o hope that President Grant will eonfer o
lasting benefit upon the conutry by the establish-
ment of o difficrent system, in which honesty,
capacity, and efficiency shall take the place of
the opposite and heretofore prevalent qualificn-
[ tions for oflice under the Federal Government,
